THE ALARB3INQ CRISIS. 

Parluriunt monies,— and the unlarlunate 
mouse has made its appearance. The im- 
portant business which necessitated iho sum- 
mary summoning of tho House— the "divora 
mfghly reasons" which urged Hia Kxcollency 
so suddenly and so unexpectedly lo convene 
tho Assembly — have beeu at length explain- 
ed, and wo aro happy to say the result has 
been general relief. From the ominous pre- 
sages of tho event, tho "boldest" of us ''hold 
hia breath for a'titne." , To-day,. however,: 
we announce ' the satisfactory intelligence 
that tho "country is sufo," and that we may 
all again exerciao tho normal functions of 
our respiratory organs. There is danger from 
neither external nor internal foes. That 
eociety organized at PugOtSouud, of fourteen 
meu and two boys, for the capture ol Van- 
couver Island bus, '.wo rejoice to say, refrained 
from putting its design into execution ; and 
we have it on the reliable authority of King 
Froezy, that thero is no immediate danger of 
an Indian revolt. So far so good. But why 
have the people been thrown for the last few 
days into jueli a whirlpool of anxiety, fear, 
and consternation ? It is the old story of the 
panic. The raw or undisciplined troop3 get 
frightened by some exaggerated conception 
of danger, the alarm spreads, nod in a little 
while a whole army breaks and runs, 
without the remotest idea of the 
why or tho wherefore. Thoso three hun- 
dred and thirty-seven miners who took out 
licenses on Leech river havo terrified the 
Government— frightened it out of its 11 fivo 
senses." Unused to the sight of several 
hundred rough-looking men seriously and 
persistently rocking cradles— it gives the 
alarm in incoherent and brealliless syllables 
— the infection spreads— and the whole com- 
munity, although ignorant of the truo cause, 
Bharos in the trepidation. The speech of the 
Governor, however, on Saturday, has happily 
restored the population to their former equa- 
nimity. All our unfounded fears are at once 
dispelled, and tho inhabitants begin now, so 
near do extremes meet, to laugh at the whole 
occurrcnoe. 

In all thi3 absurdity thero is, however, a 
serious aspect. The dignity of the Govern- 
ment has been trifled with. Iniquitous ad- 
vico or gross rrisstatcraenls havo been poured 
into His Excellency's ear by enemies to the 
country and the conslituiion. Tho Governor 
has been told that the colony is redolent ol 
seventy-three dollar nuggets— that in a few 
weeks tho place will be ovenun with a 
hundred thousand savages from California, 
who do not speak the English language — that 
bowie-knives and revolvers will be iho most 
common mining implements on the diggings — 
that one magistrate will bo required to every 
ten of the population— that, in fact, the whole 
country will become a scene of lawlessness 
and bloodshed. Tho Governor, being a 
prudent man, does no! wish no heavy a re- 
sponsibility thrown upon his hands, aud ao, 
after trying official and unoffioial advisers 
to Eis heart's content, weighing them in 
the bnlauce aud finding them wanting — 
he turns as a dernier ressort to the wis- 
dom of the Assembly. Dispatch becomes 
tho order of tho day, and constitutional 
precedents, being ineovenient at so dange- 
rous a crisis in tho country's history, are 
summarily dispensed with. To-day the 
House meets with an indistinct idea that it 
has no business meeting— that it is not a legal 
body, in consequence of i:s being called to- 
gether without timely notice. It meets, how- 
ever, for all that; but we cannot vouch for 
the continuance of ils sittings ; and so the 
probability is that His Excellency's injudi- 
cious advisers have brought on something 
like a collisou between the Legislative aud 
Executive. , 

When wo say that there was no earthly ne- 
ees3ity for this sudden r qnisition upon the 
labors of the Assembly, we only express tha 
opinion of every thinking person in tho com- 
munity. Tho idea of calling upon the mem- 
bers of tho House lo make laws for Hie 
miners is going back to tho early period, 
wb«n men working on the diggings were sup. 
posed to be ignorant laborers, whose knowl- 
edge was conlin-.d lo the use of the pick and 
shovel. Since those days ol trouble, espec- 
ially in Australia, Mining Boards havo been 
established — both legislative and judicial — 
and there is now no class of men exercising 
the privileges of seif government to a greater 
extent than the Australian gold diggers. Tho 
advantage ol giving the miners ibis privilege 
is to have a code of regulations or laws that 
will meet emergencies as ihcy arise. On the 
other hand tho House ol Assembly would 
make matters ton times worse liiau tliey are 
now, by giving a lixily to laws that might re- 
quire perhaps immediate and repeated altera 
tioe. The responsibility which His Excel- 
lency dreads in this mailer, is, wo think, very 
much exaggerated. Ho has simply, before 
giving his sanction lo any regulation of the 
miners, to see thut il benefits the many in- 
stead of the few. The great idea, however, 
of the Government in this sudden convening 
seems lo bo to induce the Ilouso of Assem- 
bly to swallow the civil list pill well coaled 
with Leech river gold, and lake ihe Crown 
lands from the custody of Iho Execu- 
tive. There is such an absence of 
policy about this movement, that wo can 
scarcely credit that an experienced man like 
His Excellency would give it hia counten- 
ance. It is one of those essentially foolish 
blunders that always defeat their object'; 
because men who were in favor of acnopting 
the Crown Lands— at leust so noun as the 

Hudson's Bay question would he settled 

will ho naturally suspicious that all is not 
right, when suoh inconsiderate haste ia u>ed 
in tho attempt to force them on tho people 
of the colony.

JOTTINGS FROM SOOKE. 



We have been favored by Dr. Walker, 
who, willi a few others, has been Iravclling 
through a portion of the Sooke district, with 
the following notes of his trip : 

Arrived at Sooke "on Tuesday the 9th, and 
started from Muir's ; courso W. N.j found tho 
eonnlry thickly wooded with very close and 
heavy brush jcoDsistttlg of snllal, fir, thorn, 
cherry, and young timber, in places almost 
Impenetrable, compelling our party to break 
down the brush bodily in order to make any 
wavy: country gradually rising to a roeky sum- 
mit about 800 or 900 fjot higlijerofsed a email 
tiny stream of water about 'I miles eut; made 
about live, miles and cumpod at fi:80 p. rn. 
No water to bo had, although a deep canon 
with uld stream bed was quito Hoar ua. 
Started again next morning over a gradually 
descending country, not very tloscly limber- 
ed, but containing many 'splendid trees, well 
ucjaptod to spars and masts — many of them 
would ho very" valuable in Her Majesty's 
dockyards. Came to a stream running to tho 
southward about 9 a. in., and quenched our 
(hirst which by this time hnd been well nigh 
insupportable. The bed of this river wa» 
about 20 feet wide with a probable rise of 4 
feet, lied lock slate, with superimposed 
conglomerate, consisting of rounded pebbles 
ami pudding stones — no gold. Continuing 
our course for half a mile crossed another 
stream running in the same direction as last 
with similar formation, most likely a fork of 
tho main water falling into Sooke river. From 
this point our course lay over a rough broken* 
up country," gradually rising to tho detilo 
in the mountains which we enlerod travelling 
on the rooky ridge which forms the centre oi 
tho gap, wliich was llnnked on both sides by 
a deep caiioti, that on the north side having a 
small stream running to tho eastward. This 
roeky ridge gradually increasing in height,

The Pnlmerston Government has had a 
narrow escape, for although a majority of 18 
was managed to be caught in the Uouso ol 
Commons, by which Mr. Disraeli's resolu- 
tions were defeated, Ihe majority of 9 against 
them in the Lords on the same oveuing, tho 
8th inat., was tantamount to telling them that 
they must go to the right-about. Lord Pal- 
meraton, hewevcr, has'complotely ignored the 
vote of tho Upper House, and carries on his 
course of proceeding just as if nothing what- 
ever had bceu said or dono against his ad- 
ministration. Of the debate itself, and of its 
results hi tho House of Commons, I am able 
to rolate several particulars, for 1 will not 
say it was my privilege, but rather my mis- 
fortune, 10 be present in tho Importer's gal- 
lery, tho four woary nights through which 
it dragged its very slow length along. On 
opening the case agaiust the Government, I 
felt persuaded that Mr. Disraeli was aware of 
bis going in for " a forlorn hope." His man- 
ner, wliich novor gives any vory positive in- 
dications of sincerity, was morn constrained 
than 1 had ever before witnessed, evidently 
arising from a conviction that hia method of 
attempting to upset tho Government was 
neither straightforward nor honest. The 
resolutions he hud cleverly framed, were of 
the usual tricky eonstruclion to which ho 
invariably resorts, when bo intends to fight 
a great political battle, aud were so designated 
by many of his own lollowera. Then, as ho 
proceeded to animadvert upon tho treatment 
of Denmark, he did nol attempt to delino any 
policy should tho GoverumetH he displaced, 
and the party to which he belongs become 
dominant, llo was as loud too in tho ex- 
pression of a desire that peace should be 
maintained as any one of the peace, at any 
price, narly could be. No wonder, therefore, 
thai when Mr. Gladstone immediately rose to 
reply to him, he was utterly demolished ; but 
Mr. Gladstone lost his temper, and was pain- 
fully personal, as his ppeecli will show ; but 
ho bit the blot in his antagonist's tirade, ami 
taunted him with the want t:f a policy till he 
had ripped all his remarks lo pieces. The 
result ol the debute was decided by this pas- 
sage of arms between the two great chiefs of" 
political contention. Nevertheless, a vasl 
nnmbor of members must have their say, and 
thus four nights were, 1 have no hesitation in 
saying, wasted. That the Government can 
really lake any credit to themselves lor tho 
result is inexpliaab'e.

we travelled abounded with deer tracks, three 
5rere seen, also, bear, panther, elk, und wolf 
tracks were numerous; eouio grouse were seen. 
The scenery was grand, rugged and picturesque 
in tho.extreme and would have dalightod the 
hoiirt oT any trno landscape painter. The 
hilht and n'nado with varying purple tints in 
the oveuing would vie with Iho finest views 
of the West of Scotlund. Our stay at Leech 
river h%s convinced us ol the reality of the 
auriferous character of the distiicl. From 
our difleront points of view tho waters of 
Cowichan, Saanich, Leech, Inda, ifec., seemed 
to bead from similar ranges, aud led us to 
suppose that all of them would he found to 
be more or less gold-bearing. 

The character of the gold which wc ob- 
tained ourselves or saw tuken out, impressed 
us with the richness and value ot the river, 
and fotced us lo believe in the extreme im- 
portance of those discoveries. Without doubt 
the gold has come from the head walers, and 
not from the banks of Leech river — which is 
really Sooke river — the character of the banks 
being in no wise dillorent from that of the 
bed of the stream, which is composed of 
slalo with the occasional layer of quartz lying 
inclined and running a little to the south- 
ward of west. The river at one time had a 
largo quantity of detritus on ile surface ; but 
time and a rapid water power has protty 
nigh washed all away, letving the gold de- 
posited in the natural rillles of the rocks, orin- 
otber words, nature has taken to itself the 
functions of a ground-sluice, bars being the 
only place in which pay dirt and gravel in 
small quantities remain. The immense 
boulders lying in the bed of the stream bear 
evidence of the immense flood of water which 
has at one time rushed down from the moun- 
tains at the head. Tho rise of the stream is 
scarcely ever as much as 10 feet. Hold in 
size fruin 2 dwt nuggets to that of extreme 
fiuene.-s prevails. We huvo in vain made search 
for silver, although we doubt not that ores of 
that motal will ultimately be discovered; iron 
pyrites is very scarce, aud quartz boulders 
are frequently to bo met with. Our return 
journey was from the mouth of Leech rivor 
to Langford Lake, which wc reached in t}i 
travelling hours, over a densely timbered and 
thickly underwooded country. We have no 
doubt that the trail Irom the Britannia claim 
is a prefcrablo one, as it would bo almost im 
possible to make a passable trail by the 
course which; wo pursued which was oast 
by north from the Commissioner's tent, bring- 
ing us out 1 '., miles from Peat's.

Mr. Bernnl Osborne were even more bitter 
than was tho great free-trade plenipoten- 
tiary unattached.

Fight- 
ing shy of Denmark, ho appealed, as it were, 
ad mitericordiam, and in unconnected sen- 
tences, and with stammering utterance, mado 
tho whole sceue as pitiable lo witness, as it 
was tedious to listen to. Mr. Disraeli's re- 
ply was a better specimen of oiatorical pow 
er than was hia opening speech; but tho 
same fault was as clearly manifest in this 
specimen of special pleading, as the other. 
There was no sincerity about it. Tho divis- 
ion iuell was n scene, Fuch as never lias been 
witnessed in Iho uew I'alacc of Westminster. 
Accustomed as I have been to the transao- 
actions of parliament for nearly half a cen- 
tury, I have never been present in such an 
uproar since the stormy Reform Bill dsys. 
The halt, the lame, aud the blind, were lite- 
rally dragged up to vote for ministers. Baron 
Rothschild, who has nol been once present in 
his place for two years, owing lo severe ill- 
ness, tottered into the House, aud Lord Ro- 
bert Clinton was positively carried into the 
lobby on a litter, and allowed to record his 
voto, not by passing through, but merely 
touching the turnstile. Ministers knew 
lhat il was a matter of life and death with 
them, and they should not hesitate to resort 
to practices to save themselves, which wero 
only worthy of a severely contested election, 
in the most corrupt anti-Reform Bill days. — 
However, they are sale for another year at 
least, and the country bears with them, be- 
cause if there is little confidence in them, 
thero is noiio at all in Mr. Disraeli, and those 
who would come into office with him, could 
tho two parties change places. The business 
of tho two Houses is now being hurried 
through as fast as possible, and in auothor 
fortnight, the few ministers who rem. in bo- 
hind for it, will join those in moving away, 
who havo already fled before them.

INDIAN OUTRAGES ON THE WEST 
COAST. 

The following interesting particulars in 
reference to the conduct of the West Coast 
Indians towards tho traders who visit Ihom, 
has been furnished to us by Capt. Francis of 
the schooner Surprise, who has just returned 
from a trading voyage as far as Barclay 
Sound. This is only ono ol many similar in- 
stances ol Indian insolence that have come 
to our knowledge, and wliich call for some 
measure of prevention and protection to tho 
traders by the Government. 

On tho 13lh August arrived at To-<pi-hat. 
About two hours afler we anchored, the 
Indian chiel with two men came on board 
nnd priced tho trade goods ; he then return- 
ed to the camp apparently satisfied with the 
various prices, and said that they would re- 
turn with some oil. Before he relumed an 
Indian came alongside and sold some oil nl 
the stated price; when he returned he com- 
menced growling that I had not given him 
more. Amongst other things he said that 
the reason we did not giVe moro was thai 
they were good Indians anil we were not 
frightened at them, and that if thuy acted 
the same as the Olnats did to Banfield that 
Ihe next vessel that came would give them 
more. I told them that if I did not give 
j enough not to trade their oil, but not to make 
a row. They then asked me what I came 
there for if I did not buy ; 1 nnsweied 1 
' came there to trade but could give them no 
I more than 1 always had done befuto. At 
I this time there were on deck about 10 or 12 
! Indians or perhaps more; most of Ihein had 
I long knives with them. 

The chief then told one of them to go lor- 
ward and see that the oilier man did 
not oome aft, and he placed two more Indians 
at the cabin door so that 1 cuiilJ not 
move away from the place where 1 stood near 
the Taffrnll. Tho other Indians Bbonled, 
"Kill him! kill him I there will bo coining 
done, it has been done before and nothing 
said." The Chief attempted to lay hold of me 
and ordered the women and children to go 
home; he then spit twice^in my face, I said 
"kill, then, if nothing else would do'' when an 
Indian cried out ''don't kill him, he has been 
a good man to liidiuns, it i3 heller to kill 
some one else," ha grinned nt mo and eiiuI 
"I oould kill you and drink your blood."

The Alexandria (Egypt) correspondent of 
the lime/ gives Iho particulars ot a quarrel 
between the American Consul aud the Egyp- 
tian Government. An American, in erecting 
a steam engine, partly destroyed no aquo- 
ducl for supplying the town with water. 
The Consul, on being applied to by the au- 
thorities, stopped tho works, but subsequently 
permitted them to proceed. The Government 
then forcibly interfered, nnd ejected Ihe men 
from the works. The Consul thereupon de- 
manded n satisfactory apology for the insult 
to the American flag. He refused to accede 
lo the proposal that each parly should send 
an engiueer to inspect the alleged damage, 
agreeing to abide thoir joint decision, and 
threatened to strike his colors unless satis- 
faction was given in 24 hours. Accordingly 
after that time elapsed tho flag was hauled 
down, and a despatch from the Government, 
which arrived almost immediately afterward', 
was rolurned unopened. The Consul has 
telegraphed to Constantinoole, and the mat- 
ter rests for the present.
